McGruder and Miller seem op-~ 
posed to the idea of military personnel being assigned the Agency, and 
that they could do far better serving the Agency from their parent organi- 
zation in the Department of Defense. Miller feels he may be called upon 
to justify military assigned to the Agency, aa since the Department 
of Defense is suffering from a strict ceiling(TO).
